Mayor Hughes Presides 
At Last Meeting 


The last Council meeting during 
his term of office as Mayor was 
presided over last Tuesday eve- 
ning by Mayor T. S. Hughes, wh» 
has held the post since his return 
to civilian life, some two years ago. 

Result of the nomination day was 
announced by the secretary, Mr. 
Garrett, with G. H. Patrick returned 
as Mayor by acclamation, and tiree 
councillors, Messrs. Chase Bald- 
win and Ferguson, also returned by 
acclamation. 

On request of the minister at Ed- 
monton, the bylaw appointing the 
assessor for the year was revoked, 
and the appointment was made by 
resolution instead. 

Councillor Quirin was asked to 
review the Assessment Act, for any 
possible changes since last year. 
Mr. Quirin also undertook to re- 
view correspondence relative to a 
possible business tax, and to bring 
the matter before the new Council 
which takes office on March 1. 

In connection with a request to 
have a group of subdivided lots re- 
turned to acreage, it was suggested 
that the applicant be asked to find 
out from the Land Titles office the 
necessary procedure. 

Mention was made of the increas-

suggested that after the new 
license year starts, March Ist, a 
round-up be made of such dogs as 
are not licensed, 

Mention was also made of the 
desirability of obtaining a shoemak- 
er for the town, and discussion

It was agreed to order a large 
quantity of six inch pipe for the 


water system, which has been made 
available. The pipe has been slight- 
ly used, but is in excellent con 
dition, and efforts on the part of 
Mayor Hughes have procured a 
most satisfactory price. Price of 
the pipe new is around -1.75 a foot, 
and the pipe ordered will be sup- 
plied at an average price of $1.20 
per foot. 

Some 7500 feet has been ordered, 
and much of this can be used where 
four inch main was proposed in the 
engineer’s plan in the interests of 
economy. It is pointed out that the 
price of the pipe ordered compares 
very favorably with the price of the 
proposed four inch pipe new, which

Before the land in he Western 
Irrigation District was broken up, it 
Was one of the best grass growing 
areas in Alberta. With the applic- 
aton of irrigation, much greate1 
yields of grass and hay can be 
obtained than in any other section ot 
Albtrta. When this is realized, there 
will be more mixed farming and less 
straight wheat growing. This will 
result in greater revenue per acre 
and greater population. The W.I.D. 
has the great advantage of being 
right beside Calgary, one of the 
best markets for the procuets ef

The District is now operating on 
a balanced budget and the farmers

The construction of the works 
for the Canada Land and Irrigation 
Company's systems was_ started 
before the first World War. The 
war cut off fhe supply of funds for 
construction and the company 
could not, as a consequence. pay 
outstanding debts and went broke 
Refinancing was arranged twice but 


there never was enough funds to 
complete the works. Arrangements 
have now been made «whereby the 
Dominion and Provincial Govern 
ments will assist in complet 
ing the system to irrigate a total o! 
240,000 acres which includes some 
of the best land in Alberta. The 
area that has been served in recent 
years has made satisfactory pro 
gress. Present plans provide for a 
steady development of this project. 

It is true that some of the exist- 
ing projects were constructed after 
the first World War at high costs, 
and the water became availabte 
just when farm produce was at its 
lowest prices, but the production 
on the irrigated areas ‘really help- 
ed ‘out during the second World 
War. 

Many of us who are interestee 
in irrigetion tried every means that 
we could think of to get the Do 
tinion and Provincial Governmenst 
to consitruet irrigation works in the 
depression years before the last

out success. 

With the benefits of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and Unemploy 
ment Insurance, Wwe should not 
suffer tco badly in a depression but 
money is not likely to be available 
ior new construction. Usually the 
clamor for reduced taxes drowns 
the clamor for new construction 

ing depressions and very little is 
done. At present the Governments 
and corporations have much more 
money than they ever had before 
and are spending more than ever | 

{ When a depression comes 
along, money for new construction 
dries up. Jt takes considerable time 
to plan and lay-out irrigation pro 
jects. We should at least push 
planning and construction as much 
as we can right now and the water 
will still reach the land for} 
some time. The committee that! 
recommended the construction — of 
the St. Mary and Milk Rivers De- 
velopment recommended that con 
struction and settlement be spread 
over a term of fifteen years, large- 
ly because it is impracticable to 
develop and _ colonize irrigated 
lands quickly and so that’ there 
would be a uniform development 


and no big movement of settlers at | 


any time. New Settlers are avall 
able now but all irrigated lands 
have been taken up and no new 
land has been brought under irri 
gation for several yerrs. Many 
areas where most of the land is 
privately owned are ashk'ng for irri- 
gation. ' is not fair to tnese people 
to tell them that they must sutfei 
deprivation and losses and wait in- 
definitely for irrigation. I do not 
think that where is much, if any, } 
support for the idea of delay im the 


construction of irrigation works. 


While the Government’s plaffts, botu 
Federal :nd Provineial, have been 
given cons.derable publicity, verv 
little conat:uction has really been 
accomplished since the War. 

The fature of Canada, and par- 
ticularly Atberta, depends largely 
on increase in farm and industat 


production. Developing additional 
dry lands only increases the produe 
tion of wheat which is quite large 
enough now for normal times, Qur 
aim should be to inerease and 
diversify agricultural production in 
Alberta aud thereby create a mar- 


et in Aiberta for more of our farm 
products and not devend so much 
on world markets. There is st‘ 


lots of opportunity to develop more 
specialized crops and to broaden ctu 
markets. In spite of Professor Buy- 
chill’s pessimistic views, the Can- 
adian Sugar Factories Ltéd. is spend- 


ing over two million dollars to 
build another sugar factory at 
Taber.
